P e c ulia r A c tio n s o f Pavw doxical P e bble s 
in th e B ritis h M u se u m . 
Among the thousands of wonderful 
thing s in the British museum none is 
more deserving of a description than 
the three little pebbles known to the 
g eolog ist of tha t institution as the 
“ chang eable stones.” 
The larg est of 
the throe is about the size of a cherry 
stone and o f the same form, perhaps a 
little more ovate. 
Ly ing in its little 
g lass ease it iipp'a r 
t*. * be perfectly 
opaque and of a y » U <wi-hcolor. Para­ 
doxical as it may seem, it will scratch 
g lass if it is drawn across it. but can 
itself be scratched with a common j» en- 
knife. 
The various acids have no ef­ 
fect whatever upon it, but strang e to 
relate, placed in water it n*hui lieeomes 
perfectly transparent and of a Inuuiti- 
ful amber color. 
The chang e beg ins almost immedi­ 
ately after the immersion at one end of 
the ova te in the form of a minute shot 
or bead, being in this way wholly * u n ­ 
like 
the 
two 
smaller 
“ chang eable 
stones,” in which the transparency be­ 
g ins around the edg es and g radually 
envelopes the entire stone. 
In the 
larg e one the little g lolx* like sj**t in­ 
creases by deg rees until the stone Ih> 
comes

When removed from the* water the end 
first to become transparent is first to 
become opaque, tin* dark colored g lobe 
g radually hiding the transparency of 
the whole stone. 
Berg man, Yelthcini, Mag ellan and 
Buckman, all voluminous writers ujKin 
the hy drophalli's and other chang eable 
stones, tell us tha t some of the steatites 
exhibit, chang es quite as astonishing as 
those shown by t he three pebbles 
in 
Eng land’s g reat national curiosity shop. 
Buckman and Veltheim were the first to 
particularly inquire into the nature of 
steatite and stones of similar composi­ 
tion. 
Their report on the remarkable 
chang es wr< xig ht uponn piece <*1' steal ¡to 
upon which they were experimenting 
may not be wholly tin interest mg to read 
cm who have a taste for the curious in 
its manifold ft-rms. 
J f is as follows: 
“ As soon as the 
stone was placed in the water we noted 
a peculiar musty smell, also that sev­ 
eral air bubbles rose to the surface of 
the water. 
Soon the first stout showed 
sig ns of becoming transparent, then 
several others were dropped into the 
same vessel. 
Some of them 1>ecame 
colorless as soon as they were thor­ 
oug hly dampened; others took on a 
more or less deep y ellow color; some 
acquired a beautiful ruby hue, and 
others si ill the 
color of mother-of- 
pearl or of a bluish opal. 
W hatever 
be the color of the liquid in which the 
hy drophane is immersed, it g ains only 
its usual deg ree of transparency , with 
the color peculiar to it. When we look 
at it in its moist state we perceive a 
luminous ]K>int, vary ing in its situation 
as the jjoshioii of the eve is altered. 
The ancients also noticed the {toculiar 
little luminous spot iu the stea tites and 
other 
hy drophones, which 
was the 
cause of their calling such stones Gen­ 
ius Mundi, they thinking tin* spot the 
imag e of the sun. 
According to Buck­ 
man, it is not the immediate picture of 
tin* sun. but a reflection refracted into 
the stone by the direct ray s of old Sol, 
which may servo to remind us tha t the 
ancients knew a thing or tw o a fter all.
